La Plume De Ma Tante- Royale Li/ll. 7 pros-including 

. 6 raves- filed on new French revue written, directed and star- 
ring Robert Dhery and his cast of French and English comics 

and dancers, presented by David Merrick-Joseph Kipness, Atkin- 
son, Times, was sole aisle-sitter to file a mild pro, the rest were 
outright raves, Though he found the whole evening bright and gay, 
Times reviewer felt first act was thoroughly uproarious, Never 
have so few been so funny with such undistinguished material, he 
reported, But majority disagreed, Silence and a superb sense 
of supple, insinuating, explosive rhythms underlie the comic spirit 
at its lowest and its most delectable, pantomime nonsense of the 
first order, cheered Kerr, Herald Tribune. Funny, impudent, off 
beat, lunatic revue, engaging and disarming, added Chapman, News. 
Smart, sassy, satiric, sentimental tornado of merriment, concluded 
Coleman, Mirror, A wonderfully beguiling combination of charm, 
freshness, humor and imagination listed Watts, Post. Something 
good and lowdown, Paris never had it so good, commented Aston, 
World Telegram & Sun, Magnificently mad and miraculous revue, 
a milestone revue which shows that there is nothing wrong with 
the revue form that inspiration, ingenuity, insanity and a lot of 
money can't cure, stated McClain, Journal American. Journal 
American audience poll voted 3 pro, 3 con. 


Cock-A-Doodle Dandy-Carnegie Playhouse-839-7th Av 
11/12. 1 pro-Times- and 6 con- filed on Sean O'Casey's play 
presented by Lortel-Shyre-Gottfired, staged by Philip Burton 
with Will Geer and Gaby Rodgers, Times notice approved play 
more than performance, First NY presentation of O'Casey's 
grandest play of his post-war period improves as the play ad- 
vances and ends beautifully and dramatically, Times critic con- 
cluded, though play as a whole refuses to take wing. Dissenters 
generally didn't agree with author's announced claim that this 
is his best play. A rhetorical poem in praise of joy that has 
no joy in it, held down by the leaden weight of the production, 
feared Kerr, Herald Tribune, Play is as obscure as Ionesco, 
with the poetry buried in the author's head, panned McHarry, 
News. Actors style and accents are not convincing and some 
are inaudible, complained Coleman, Mirror, who noted that some 
may be offended by O'Casey's theme. Watts, Post, was disa- 
ppointed with the production which lost the lyric eloquence need- 
ed, Overthick brogues ruined the play for Aston, World Tele- 
gram & Sun, who thought production might be saved if director 
took firm hand on this item. An oddly ostentatious approach 
for a not very good O'Casey script, which might have been bet- 
ter if done in a whimsical manner. Many praised sets by 
Lester Polakov as the highlight of the evening. 


Salad Days-Barbizon Plaza-100 Central Park South 
11/10. 3 pros- News, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 4 Cons- 
Times, H.rald Tribune, Mirror, Journal American- filed on 
new musical comedy by Julian Slade and Dorothy Reynolds, 
staged by Barry Morse, presented by Nicholas Benton and 
Stanley Flink. Canadian company of long-run British musical 
was generally approved with top notices going to Barbara Frank- 
lin. Differences of opinion was on the material. Mild pro vote 
recorded by Watt, News, who billed it as an insanely cheerful, 
demonically tuneful and irrepressibly naive avant-garde mus- 
ical. A minor musical, fresh , keen gay, fanciful, imaginative, 
tasteful, youthful, intelligible lists Aston, WTS. A disarming 
romp, exactly suited for Off Broadway, with agreeably high 
spirits, a pleasant charm and considerable fresh imagination, 
agrees Watts, Post. Dissenters panned material. Atkinson, 
Times, marked it as amateur horseplay on plane of a class- 
day romp. Corny jokes and costumes in a free association 
musical didn't please Kerr, Herald Tribune. Only infrequently 
rewarding special fare, noted Coleman, Mirror, While McClain, 
Journal American, found it too coy, self consciously kittenish. 


The Hamlet of StepneyGreen -Cricket- 162 Second Av 
1/i4. | pro-News- and 6 con- filed on Bernard Kops "fable 
with music" presented by Joe O'Brien-Rhett Cone, staged by 
O'Brien, Rave notice from McHarry, News, cheered the Ham- 
let, Yiddish style,as warm and beguiling as your grandmother's 
lap, engagingly played in English by a trio of Yiddish theatre 
veterans-Michael Gordon, Menachem Rubin, Jeannete Roony, 
and a group of talented youngsters. But majority panned play 
and players, Atkinson, Times, admitted he did not know what 
author was aiming at.

Coleman, Mirror, thought playwright showed promise which a 
special audience might enjoy.

La Plume De Ma Tante is wonderful. The charming, 
controlied quiet madness with its stagefull of expert French 
and English comics, its crew of beautiful-talented showgiris, 
and several hundred sight-gags, all of which work perfectly, 
is a delight done with the utmost skill and a minimum of words. 


The Hamlet of Stepney Green is an interesting exper- 
imental drama with music that is very uneven in almost all 
departments, Many worthwhile dramatic moments of words, 
music and dance in this modern Yiddish drama presented in 
English, but sadly there are also many cliche passages. 
Likewise the acting is very uneven. The veteran Yiddish 
actors in English roles bring a delightful sense of pathos 
and style to Off Broadway, while the others in the cast range 
from adequate to awful. 


Cock- A-Doodle-Dandy is a lifeless production of 
what might have been an exciting allegorical fantasy by the 
Irish playwright. With sole exception of Paul Shyre no one 
in cast believes the story for a moment and their lack of 
conviction is evident. The variety of Irish brogues all 
shouted at the top of the actors' lungs does not help .

Salad Days contains delightful newcomer in Bar- 
bara Franklin, The idea of the English musical about a 
piano which makes people dance and enjoy life is a refresh- 
ing thought which is not realized onstage.
